SUMMARY: THE EANES/NETO SUMMIT WILL TAKE PLACE IN BISSAU BEFORE 
THE END OP THE MONTH. LANES WILL PUSH POR A BILATERAL TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION AGREEMENT AS THE PRELUDE TO AN EXPANDING PORTUGUESE 
PRESENCE IN ANGOLA. END SUMMARY. 

1 . IN A JUNE 14 CONVERSATION WITH POLITICAL COUNSELOR, 

ROBERTO CARNEIRO, SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO POREIGN MINISTER SA 
MACHADO, MADE THE LINKAGE BETWEEN THE FOREIGN MINISTER'S 

JUNE 12 COMMENTS TO THE AMBASSADOR (REP A) AND THE UPCOMING EANES 
BILATERAL WITH ANGOLAN PRESIDENT NETO EXPLICIT. CARNEIRO 
CONPIRMED THAT EANES WILL MEET NETO IN BISSAU IN THE "VERY NEAR 
PUTURE, BEPORE THE END OP THE MONTH." 

2. THINKING OUT LOUD, CARNEIRO SAID THAT IT WAS OBVIOUS NETO 
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MUST EVENTUALLY COME TO TERMS WITH UNITA IF ANGOLA IS TO BEGIN 
THE LONG ROAD TO RECOVERY. IT WOULD BE A MISTAKE HOWEVER, 

POR EANES IN HIS INITIAL MEETING WITH NETO TO PUSH THIS 
THEME TOO HARD. NETO'S DECISION TO MEET EANES WAS IN ITSELP AN ACT 
OP COURAGE WHICH HAD BEEN TAKEN AGAINST THE WISHES OP THE 
CUBANS. THE BEST THING EANES COULD DO AT THIS POINT WAS 
TO PRESS THE CASE POR WIDER CONTACT WITH THE PORTUGUESE 
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AND THE WEST GENERALLY. TO THIS END, CARNEIRO SAID, THE PRESIDENT 
WILL DISCUSS THE POSSIBILITY OF INCREASED PORTUGUESE TECHNICAL 
ASSISTANCE IN SUCH AREAS AS CONSTRUCTION, EDUCATION, 

AGRICULTURE, AND HEALTH. THE LIMITED PORTUGUESE OBJECTIVE 
WILL BE A EORMAL TECHNICAL COOPERATION AGREEMENT. 

3. CARNEIRO ACKNOWLEDGED THAT WEANING THE ANGOLANS AWAY FROM THE 
CUBANS WOULD TAKE TIME AND MIGHT BE IMPOSSIBLE AS LONG AS THE FIGHTING 

CONTINUED. BUT STILL IT WAS WORTH THE EFEORT. THE 
PORTUGUESEBY THEMSELVES, HOWEVER, DID NOT HAVE THE 
RESOURCES TO CARRY THEIR IDEAS VERY EAR. SUPPORT FROM THE 
INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS WAS ESSENTIAL TO 
CREATE THE INCENTIVE EOR NETO TO BEGIN TO REDUCE HIS 
DEPENDENCE ON THE CUBANS. CARNEIRO ASKED SPECICALLY HOW 
THE U.S. GOVERNMENT WOULD REACT TO PROPOSALS EOR ASSISTANCE 
TO ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE THROUGH IFI'S. 

4. SA MACHADO'S EARLIER REQUEST EOR STATEMENT OE U.S. POLICY ON 
ANGOLA TAKES ON ADDED SIGNIEICANCE IN LIGHT OE 

CARNEIRO'S COMMENTS. IT WOULD BE EXTREMELY USEEUL TO HAVE 
BY COB JUNE 20 BOTH THAT STATEMENT AND AN INEORMAL ESTIMATE OE HOW 
THE USG MIGHT RESPOND TO PROPOSALS IN THE IFI'S FOR 
ASSISTANCE TO ANGOLA AND MOZAMBIQUE. 
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
